The Commities vn Flatform was still absont
and a Kentucky delegate read a telegram from
Benator Willlam Lindsay of the Hlue Grass
Btate begging thatthis Convention should frame
an old-fmahloneda Democratlo platform and
nomihate old-time Democratio candidates, And
then this delegate, whose pame was Darvie,
wound op by declaring:

Of course, there were more cheers at this.

There was adelegate from New Hampshire
who seleed the upportunity to say sometbing,
and In seconding the nomination of Senstor
Palmer, he roared :
